British GEC,

LONDON (AP)—Britain’s Gen- 
eral 


Electric Co. (GEC) am 
nounced Thursday a deal with 
a group of Japanese firms for 


buliding nuclear power piants 


|in Japan and the Far East. 


The anmouncement stressed 
that no contract has yet been 
awarded by Japan. 


“Subject to the approval of 


the Japanese Government, GEC 


has drawn up an agreement 
with a group of companies in 
Japan formed by the Fuji Elec- 
tric Co. to provide for licensing 
arrangements for the construc 
tion of nuclear power stations 
in Japan and the rest of the 
Far East.” the GEC statement 
said. 

“This contract was negotiated 


so that the Fuji Electric Co. 


/would be enabled to undertake 


work on GEC’s behalf in Japan 
and the Far East, where a good 


| market exists for the supply of 


nuclear power stations.” 


MITI Approval 

The Fuji Electric Co. will 
shortiy file an appiication with 
the Ministry of international 
Trade and industry for appro- 
val of a technical tie-up contract 
recentiy signed in Tokyo with 
the General Electric Co. of Brit- 
ain, maker of nuclear reactors. 

The details of the contract 
have not been announced but 
the Japanese firm will receive 
technical aid from GEC for the 
manufacture of the reactor and 
its parts, informed sources said, 

Fuji Electric will also assume 
the role of sole agent for devel- 
opment of nuclear power sta- 
tions in the Far East. 

The arrangement reportedly 
will retnain effective for seven 
years. 

Fuji Electric 
iritish Atomic Energy Author- 
royalty in addition to the 
contract fee and royalty to GEC. 

This is the first technical tie- 
up regarding atomic energy 
signed by a Japanese firm, 

Observers expected the Fuji

Chu Teh yesterday: told the 
mainiand’s youths that “the 
Communist society” will become 
a reality within their lifetimes. 

“The world of universal har- 
mony, which mankind has 
dreamt of for thousands of 
\ear He Communist society, 
afte. - Yeh Communists have 
stri¥am for more than 100 years, 
will be browght into being by 
vour own generation and by 
your own hends,.” Chu told 5,000 
cheering youths in a Peiping 
stadium. 


Chu told the youths, who are 
attending Red China’s second 
national conference of “Active 
Young Builders of Socialism,” 
that they must act as commu: 
nism's “shock brigade.” 

“We are faced with very many 
new problems and much diffi- 
cult work,” Chu told the dele- 
gates. 

One of the problems, he 
charged, was American “inter- 
ference” in the Taiwan situa 
tion. 

“Our people will certainly 
liberate Taiwan, the Pescadores, 
Quemov and Matsu,” Chu said. 
“This is our country’s internal 
affair which brooks no inter- 
ference by U.S. imperialism.” 

Chu spoke standing in front 
of a life-sized statye of Chinese 
leader Mao Tse-tung.

TAIPEL (AP) — Communist 
guns fired fitfully against the 
Quemoys Friday amid fresh re- 
ports of a Red build-up of fortt- 
fications facing the Nationalist 
islands, 

Nationalist defense headquar- 
ters reported Communist coastal 
batteries pumped 265 shells on 
the Quemoys up to noon and 
that light, sporadic fire continu- 
ed afterward. 

Headquarters said 2,000 Com- 
munist soldiers were observed 
bullding fortifications at five 
points on the mainiand facing 
the Quemoys. 

This was one of the largest 
concentrations of activity re- 
ported by the Nationalists in 
daily communiques over the 
past five weeks. 

On Taiwan. the Nationalists 
observed the Air Defense Day 
and President Chiang Kai-shek 
ealled for streamlining the na- 
tion’s air force to meet atomic 
age requirements. 


The Nationalists welcomed 
the announcement that the 


United States would send an 
other squadron of F104A Star- 
fighters to Taiwan next month. 


Assails Britain 
By The Associated Press 

Communist China yesterday 
again charged Britain has 
joined the United States in try- 
ing to create two Chinas and 
establish an American-admin- 
istered United Nations trustee- 
ship over Taiwan, 

It strongly assailed remarks 
attributed to British Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lioyd in the 
House of Commons Wednesday 
that the disputed territory of 
Taiwan requires an international 
solution, 

A long Peiping broadcast said 
Lioyd was following a line laid 
down by U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, and 
called it a “pirate’s deal.” 

“Lioyd and Dulles should 
know this bargain will never 
work ,.. Alleplots to create a 
trusteeship will be shattered by 
the powerful Chinese,” Peiping 
said, 


U.S. Position 


On Space Is 


Applauded by 
Matsudaira 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, 
(UPI)—Japan told the United 
Nations Political Committee 
Thursday that to “eliminate 
danger, we must affirm our com- 
mon aim that outer space be 
used for peaceful purposes 
only.” 

Japanese Ambassador Koto 
Matsudaira told the 81i-nation 
committee his Government ap- 
plauded the United States posi- 
tion in regard to outer space. 

The United States, he said, 
had reaffirmed that steps must 
be taken to explore how it can 
be guaranteed that space be 
used only for peaceful purposes. 
It had called for creation of an 
inspection system to assure 
that the sending of objects 
through space would be ex- 
clusively for peaceful and 
scientific purposes. And it had 
agreed to enter talks to these 
ends without awaiting conclu- 
sion of outcome on other as- 
pects of disarmament. 

“We welcome this position of 
the United States,” Matsudaira 
said, “because it is in conson- 
ance with my statement in this 
committee last year.” 

The peaceful aspect of space 
use, he said, concerned new 
possibilities, 

“If properly used,” he said, 
“the possibilities of outer space 
would open up an endless hori- 
zon for human welfare. The 
United Nations should play a 
prominent role in this field as 
it did in the field of atomic 
energy. 

“As this committee is aware, 
in the International Geophysical 
Year program, space research 
has been actively engaged in by 
scientists of various countries 
including my own.” 

Matsudaira said that to put 
the cooperation among scienti- 
fic organizations during the IGY 
on “a more solid basis, the 
United Nations is the most ap- 
propriate organ inasmuch as 
the United Nations can com- 
mand wider latitude in its ap- 
proach to the problem of inter- 
mational cooperation in the 
peaceful uses of outer space 
than any other internationai or- 
gan,” 

“For this reason,” he said, 
“Japan expects the United Na- 
tions to play the same part as 
it did in the peaceful uses of 
atomic energy.” 

But, he noted, this might be 
difficult unless there were ade- 
quate preparations for such a 


program, 
“Such preparations,” Matsu- 
daira said, “involve scientific, 


legal and other aspects of the 
problem. ‘These could be dealt 
with by the ad hoc committee 
suggested by the 20 powers.” 

Matsudaira compared the 
dawning of the space age with 
giobal exploration of four cen- 
turies ago. 

“This debate on outer space,” 
he said, “reminds me of a simi- 
lar historic even which took 
place 400 years ago. The dis- 
covery of new continents, which 
were in that age another outer 
space, affected profoundly the 
destiny of mankind.

Bonn, Reds Sign 
Civilian Traffic Pact 


BERLIN (AP)—East Germany 
and West Germany signed an 
agreement Friday assuring West 
German civilian traffic freedom 
of movement in and out of West 
Berlin, authoritative sources 
said. 

The reported agreement, at 
the height of a new crisis over 
the isolated old German capital, 
has no effect, however, on the 
explosive question of control of 
the Western allies’ supply lines 
to the divided city. 


Rather, it appeared to be an 
assurance to the 2,200,000 West 
Berliners that they will not be 
affected when and if the Rus- 
sians pull out of the four-power 
occupation agreement and turn 
control of allied supply lines 
over to Communist East Ger- 
many. 

An official announcement on 
the East German-West German 


traffic agreement was expected 
later in the day. 

A High West Berlin official 
said the agreement, “is a posi- 
tive sign of relief of tension.” 

The bulk of West Berlin’s 
supplies moves from West Ger- 
many over a 110-mile highway- 


rail link and a network of 
canals. 

Western military traffic uses 
these same lifelines, but is 


checked through Russian army 
controls as agreed under post- 
war four-power agreements. 

In the 1948-49 blockade, the 
Russians not only stopped mili- 
tary traffic but civilian as well, 
This created a need for the air- 
lift to supply more than two 
million people,

Test Talks 


GENEVA (AP)—The United States and Britain Friday were 
scheduled to force Russia’s hand by defining in detail the West- 
ern plan to link suspension of nuclear weapon tests with an 


international control system, 

To keep things moving the 
the procedural dispute which 
has deadlocked the conference 
for three weeks. Instead, they 
will move ahead, as one West- 
ern source said, “into the guts 
of the probiem.” 

By so doing the American and 
British delegations intend to 
test the depth of Russian re- 
sistance to having foreign ob- 
servers stationed on Soviet soil. 

Western spokesmen said there 
was nothing in the conference 
rules to enable Tsarapkin to 
block the move. He can either 
follow the Western lead and de- 
fine the Soviet position in detail 
for the record, or keep on talk- 
ing about the still unagreed 
upon agenda. 


There also remains the hope 
that the Russians will accept 
this key point once they have 
had the full details of the West- 
ern thinking presented to them. 


Sneak Talk Gloom 

GENEVA (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union virtually wrote off the 
conference on surprise attacks 
Friday as “pointless and even 
harmful.” It accused the West 
of using the meeting to fish for 
Soviet military secrets. 

Western conference sources 
said the attack, carried in the 
Soviet Government newspaper 
Izvestia and broadcast by Mos- 
cow Radio, boded ill for the 
future of the talks. The Soviet 
delegate Friday said practically 
the same thing as Izvestia 
though in milder terms. 

The conference delegates met 
for an hour and a half Friday, 
but made no progress. 

Western delegates pressed for 
an immediate start of talks on 
how to spot and prevent sur- 
prise attacks. They were met 
by an immediate Soviet reply as 
Russian First Deputy Foreign 
Minister Vasily V. Kuznetsov re- 
peated his earlier attempts to 
drag in political and disarma- 
ment issues.

West Berliners Are Worried 


BERLIN (AP)—What hap- 
pens if the East German Com- 
munists get control of roads, 
rails and air corridors leading 
to West Berlin? 

Will they be content to allow 
the Western allies to maintain a 
hase 110 miles inside their ter- 
ritory once the Russians pull 
out of the four-power occupa- 
tion agreement? 

By shedding the 13-year-old 
occupation pact, the Russians 
would leave the allies without 
any agreement on how to. get 
into the city. The Western al- 
lies would have to negotiate 
with the East Germans, some- 
thing they have refused to do. 

The East German regime al- 
ready has shown what it can 
accomplish in the way of road 
blocks on the long route to 
Berlin, 

-Sinee 1955, the East Germans 
have had full control over civil- 
ian traffic between West Berlin 
and West Germany, They have 
repeatedly harassed traffic and 
demanded stiff taxes from all 


Westerners who use the high- 
wavs or canals. 

In the case of trucks, the 
taxes are so high that truckers 
to West Berlin would make no 
money but for subsidies from 
the West German Government, 

Having had experiences wit 
the East German border guards, 
the West Berliners are asking 
themselves: ' 

What will the East Germans 
do to the allied convoys and

French Doctors Trying to Save 
5 Yugoslav A-Scientists, 1 Dead

of an atomic research accident, 
the Curie Foundation Hospital 
said here Thursday. 

The hospital added that the 
body of a sixth Yugoslav, a 2+4- 
year-old technician called Vra- 
mic, was flown back to Belgrade 
Wednesday after his death 
from the effects of excessive 
radiation. 


Doctors at the hospital sald 
Thursday that the six patients 
—first reports both here and 
from Belgrade said there were 
seven—had arrived here five 
weeks ago after an accident ati 
the Yugoslay Institute of Nu- 
clear Studies at Vinca, near 
Beigrade, when they absorbed 
doses of radiation “vastly in 


U.K. Savant Spots 
Moon Disturbance 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)—A 
disturbance on the moon has 
been observed by a British 
astronomer, Dr. H. Perey Wiil- 
kins, it was disclosed Friday. 

Dr. Wilkins, of Bexley Heath, 
Kent, made the observation 
through his fifteen-and-a-quar- 
ter inch telescope at his home 
on Wednesday night. 

He told reporters: “It must be 
quite understood that there was 
nothing moving in any way. It 
was merely a reddish patch, but 
particularly intense.” 

Dr. Wilkins’ observation fol- 
lows a recent Russian announce- 
ment that a moon volcano had 
been seen in the process of erup- 
tion. 

He said the patch was about 
one-and-a-half miles across, 
slightly south of the central 
peak of the Alphonsus Crater. 

The Russian photographs of 
the disturbance are still await- 
ed by Western astronomers. 

These should clinch the mat- 
ter and determine whether their 
observation 17 days ago was that 
of a voleanic eruption or mere- 
ly a large escape of gas,

Fire Cripples 


Pensacola Port 

PENSACOLA, Fila. (AP)—A 
raging fire destroyed more than 
$2 million worth of waterfront 
facilities early Friday and ap- 
parentiy put the port of Pensa- 
cola out of business for the time 
being. 

The spectaquiar blaze—send- 
ing flames several hundred feet 
high and lighting up a large 
area—burned two piers and 
large warehouses down to the 
waterline. No one was reported 
injured. 

Although no official figure 
Was available, a shipping au- 
thority estimated damage at be- 
tween $2 million and $5 million. 

The fire “just about put the 
port out of business until some- 
thing is done,” one official com- 
mented. He noted that the 
docks, constructed of wood, 
were the only ones here with 
facilities for ocean-going veasels.

Liberals Seen 
Sure Victors 


SYDNEY (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
More than 5 million Australians 
go to the polis today following 
one of the dullest election 
campaigns in the country’s his- 
tory. 

The voters will be choosing 
between the Liberal and Coun- 
try Party coalition headed by 
Prime Minister Robert Menzies, 
which has been in control for 
the past nine years, and the 
Labor Party, which ruled in the 
early postwar years, 

The issues are clearcut. The 
coalition has made no promises 
and has stated that it is seeking 
a vote of confidence, whereas 
the Labor Party has promised 
increased social service benefits 
which it is estimated will cost 
the country £120 million Aus- 
tralian (£96 million) a year. 

Until the past few days ob- 
servers feit the election would 
almost certainly end in clearcut 
victory for Menzies, but since 
then the Labor Party’s promises 
have won it many supporters. 

The general feeling now is 
that there will be no change of 
Government but that the Liberal 
Country majority of 28 in the 
old House of Representatives 
will be whittled down, 

Menzies is confident of win- 
ning in the House of Represen- 
tatives, and his main effort in 
the campaign has been to get 
a majority in the Senate, which 
was deadlocked with a 30-30 
division in the old House. 


Archbishop Hits Labor 

MELBOURNE (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Two days before the 
Australian federal elections the 
Roman Catholic archbishop of 
Melbourne Thursday bitterly 
attacked Dr. Herbert Evatt’s 
Australian Labor Party. 

The archbishop, the Most Rev. 
Daniel Mannix said: “Every 
Communist and every Commu- 


nist sympathizer in Australia 
wants victory for the Evatt 
Party. 


“That is alarming. It should 
be a significant warning for 
every decent Australian.” 

In his final appeal to the vot- 
ers, Sen. Frank McManus, 
deputy leader of the right-wing 
Democratic Labor Party which 
broke away from the ALP over 
the issue of the party's alleg- 
ed “softness” toward commu- 
nism, urged his supporters to 
give their second preference 
votes to the Liberal and Coun- 
try Party candidates rather 
than to the ALP. 

In his final electoral appeal, 
Prime Minister Robert Gordon 
Menzies said the alternative to 
his Liberal-Country Party coaii- 
fion Government was a “poll- 
tical party which cannot even 
run itself.”

CLUES ACROSS 
HUNTER not PUNTER. 
The suggestion that “he can, 
of course, be far too eau- 
tious” implies that he 
should be “cautious” up to 
a point, favoring HUNTER. 
A PUNTER, betting in a 
small way, has no need for 
caution whatsoever. “When 
he sees a good opportunity” 
(time or occasion) does not 
suit a PUNTER in football 
who relies on the quarter- 
back to decide what is 
good opportunity.” 
NEAT not NEAR. NEAT 
is more contributive. NEAR 
merely repeats the clue 
phrase “not quite accurate.”

CLUES DOWN 
SURLY not BURLY. They 
simply are or are not 


BURLY, according to their 
weight.

STEAM not STEAL. Since, 
strictly speaking, “ships” 
are in themselves incapable 
of STEALTH, STEAM is 
more apt.

Ministry Pledges Technical 
Help to S.E. Asian Nations 


The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry will extend to underde- 
veloped countries of Southeast 
Asia as much technical coope- 
ration as possible.

The white paper said Japa- 
nese cooperation will lay the 
foundation for promoting Japa-

However, , the white paper 


points to several bottlenecks 
hindering further technical co- 
operation. 

These include restrictions by 
social and economic conditions 
in recipient countries, and the 
dificulty of working out any 
long-range programs which fit 
the actual situations of the 
countries concerned. 

According to the draft white 
paper, 145 Japanese technicians 
have been sent to Southeast 
Asian nations as of July 31. 
Thirteen other technicians will 
go abroad soon. 

It also revealed that 182 for- 
eign technical trainees came to 
Japan during fiscal 1956, 205 in 


1957, and 107 as of July 31,

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Anglo-Japanese Trade 

A Japanese trade mission, headed by Mr. Kureo Sasabe, 
president of the Nagoya Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry, arrived in London last Wednesday as part of a 
European tour to clear up difficulties impeding the flow 
of Japanese goods to that part of the world. 

The group is a private one although it includes two 
Government officials, Mr. Reishi Teshima of the Economic 
Affairs Bureau, Foreign Office, and Mr. Keiichi Terada of 
the Ministry of International Trade and Industry, and it 
has the benefit of the assistance of Mr. K. Matsumura, com- 
mercial councilior of the Japanese Embassy in London. 
The mission is chiefly a fact-finding one but it hopes to 
achieve a better understanding of Japanese trade objec- 
tives dmong British and other European businessmen. Be- 


fore visiting London, it had already 


been in France and 


Belgium where it was well received, and it plans to go to 


Switzerland next week. 


One of the mission's plans is to increase textile exports 
from Japan to Britain, but this may prove a somewhat 
difficult task in view of the present state of Britain’s domes- 


tic textile industry, 


which Britons put down in part to 


Japanese competition. The members are visiting important 
textile centers in the North of England so that they may 
see for themselves how the British industry is managed 
and the difficulties which have to be met under present-day 


conditions, 


In Manchester, their program inciuded a visit 


to the color, design and style center of the British Cotton 


Board.

This center has done a good deal toward improve- 
important tecnniques 


in connection with the 


British cotton trade since 1948, 

Amongst the matters discussed by the mission with 
the London Chamber of Commerce were various difficulties, 
connected with Japanese import licensing, matters relating 
to the remittance of profits from Japan by British firms 
there, the question of copyright protecton and the terms of 
credit extended to overseas buyers by Japanese manufac- 


turers. 


These are matters on which British businessmen 


have felt considerable concern from time to time. 

In seeking to promote more trade between the two 
countries, the mission is trying to abrogate the fairly 
widespread opposition in Britain to imports of Japanese 


goods. 


This opposition appears to be based partly on sus- 


picions as to their quality and partly on a feeling that 


Japan is apt to be an “unfair” 
count of low labor costs here. 


competitor to Britain on ac- 
There is also perhaps a 


hangover of feeling from the days of World War II when 
Japan was seen as a formidable enemy of Britain. 

Japanese goods today are gaining a reputation through- 
out the world for quality as well as for other merits, and 
this should set many minds at rest. 


The feeling 


against Japanese competition, both in 


Britain and elsewhere, can be modified by greater under- 
standing and agreed modification of import and export 
plans, and the hope must be that the mission through its 
practical observations can do something to achieve this. 
Undoubtedly, a larger trade between Britain and Japan 
is desirable, and it is not too much to expect that revised 
arrangements to this end will prove possible.

Opinion Divided As to When to Start It in Japan 


The addition’of color to photo- 
graphy and motion pictures has 
enriched their contents greatly. 
It is quite natural that color 
should be added to television 
also, although pictures in color 
must be said to be far more dif- 
ficult from the artistic point of 
view than those in biack-and- 
white. 

In that essential sense, there 
has been little dispute about the 
introduction of color in televi- 
sion. The current controversy 
in Japan is, however, concern- 
ed with the question whether 
introduction of color television 
is technically feasible here at 
this stage of development. 

This question, despite its tech- 
nical complexities, has been 
drawing an unusual amount,of 
attention recently. Ex-State 
Minister Matsutaro Shoriki, now 
board chairman of the Nippon 
Television Network Co, and own- 
er of Yomiuri newspapers, is the 
central figure in the whole affair. 

Shoriki's NTV, which began 
technical experimental telecasts 
in color last December along 
with the semiofficial Japan 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(NHK), submitted on April 16 
an application for license to ex- 
pand its experiments with a 
view to anticipated regular 
commercial broadcasts, 


Alleged Delay 


Five months passed quietly 
until, on Sept. 11, a Liberal- 
Democratic Representative, 
member of the Lower House 
telecommunication committee, 
urged the Minister of Postal 
Services to expedite an early 
start of color TV in Japan. 


Similar interpellation was re- 
peated at the same committee 
on Oct. 17 and Shoriki’s Yomi- 
uri newspapers started a vigor- 
ous press campaign denouncing 
the alleged delay of the Postal 
Ministry’s Radio Wave Bureau 
in the matter of licensing. 

NTYV issued a pamphlet on the 
subject in October and charged 
that the Postal Ministry bureau- 
erats were withholding the 
license from NTV_ because of 
favoritism to the semiofficial 
NHK. The pamphiet says’ an 
early start of color telecasts will 
put NHK at a heavy financial 
disadvantage as against NTV; 
the law forbids NHK to broad- 
east any commercials, be it on 
radio or television programs. 

To say the least, it is very 
unfortunate that a vague poll- 
tical accusation such as this is 
allowed to distract attention 
from more essential points in 
the problem. 


Question of Waiting 


The Radio Wave Bureau au- 
thorities, on the other hand, are 
loath, presumably because of 
avowed impartiality, to return 
a frank rebuttal to NTV's argu- 
ments. The bureau has pre- 
pared, however, an extensive 
report on color TV development, 
which is ready for release any 
time subject only to authoriza- 
tion from higher places. 


From the Diet debates and 
also from occasional comments 
which the authorities did make, 
however, it is already possible 
to cover both sides of the argu- 
ment and the full scope of the 
problem. 


One of the most important 
points at issue is whether Japan 
should wait till the next meet- 
ing of the CCIR (international 
Radio Consultative Committee) 
scheduled for next April at Los 
Angeles, 

The official authorities think 
it well worthwhile to wait five 
months more, while NTV con- 
siders any delay to be so much 
loss to the Japanese nation as a 
whole. 

Benefits from the waiting are 
expected to be that Japan’s color

TV system will be more closely 
coordinated with the systems of 
other countries so that trading 
of TV programs and equipment 
will be facilitated. Immediate 
start of color telecast, on the 
other hand, presupposes that 
Japan should go ahead with the 
NTSC system or the American 
system, which NTY asserts will 
become the standard anyway. 
NTSC System 

The NTSC (National Televi- 
sion System Committee) is a re- 
search agency organized by 
RCA (Radio Corporation of 
America) and four other firms 
and it has defined what is known 
as the NTSC standards for color 
television, In Japan, the word 
NTSC system is used in a less 
precise’ sense In most cases, de- 
noting the present American 
system and other similar sys- 
tems. 

The NTSC system is certainly 
one of the best systems now in 
use. But the number of color 
receivers in the United States 
is still some 300,000 or less than 
1 per cent of the total number 
of TV sets, which is now more 
than 46 million. The price is 
still about $500 per set and 
it is more difficult to adjust 
than monochrome TV sets, 

As regards international co- 
ordination also, the NTSC svs- 
tem is very important, since its 
technical features bid fair to 
become international, should 
international standards be 
agreed upon. 

Lack of international coordi- 
nation is proving an obstacle 
in the development of mono- 
chrome television. In fact there 
are at present five monochrome 
systems in the world: the U.S. 
West European, British, French 
and the Soviet Russian systems. 

Eurevision Formed 

In West Europe, the effort 
for y eeaesin af wg coordination 
was Spurred by the telecasting 
of the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II on June 2, 1953. 
Later developments led to the 
formation of Eurovision, which 
now has 12 countries as mem- 
bers. 

But the world as a whole is 
still divided into five blocs. 
This is very regrettable as long- 
distance video through scatter 
propagation, for instance a 
trans-Atlantic telecast, is now 
under serious consideration. 

50 as not to repeat the same 
error in color television, the 
CCIR has been striving for in- 
ternational coordination of stand- 
ards. There is indeed more 
reason for coordination jin color, 
because exchange of programs 
by means of color films wouid 
greatly reduce the richness of 
color. Color in TV is better 
than .color In photography. 

At present, the United States 
is the only country operating 
regular color broadcasts, Brit- 
ain, the Netherlands, France 
and Japan are in the stage of 
experimental broadcasts, while 
the Soviet Union and West Ger- 
many are conducting re- 
searches. It is interesting to 
note that countries. with suffici- 
ent capabilities, like the last 
mentioned two, do not seem to 
be overhasty, 

For ‘Compatibility’ 

Despite the efforts of the 
CCIR, no definite conclusion 
has been reached on interna- 
tional standards. The last meet- 
ing of the CCIR—in Moscow 
this May—indicated a trend for 
“compatibility,” that is color 
transmission that can be re- 
ceived in black-and-white by 
monochrome receivers. 

The noncompatible method 


has its merits and is used in 
industrial television, In broad- 
casts, however, one grave 
defect is that the allocation of 
special TV frequencies to color 
will congest the limited number 
of TV channels, 


The possible choice of a com- 
patible system, however, may 
complicate the problem of inter- 
national coordination, Inasmuch 
as many countries of the world 
are following different methods 
in monochrome, it may turn out 
to be a tough problem to obtain 
an international standard that 
must be tied in -with the dis- 
crepant monochrome systems 
of the various countries, 


Mass Output 


In this connection, NTV's 
argument that an international 
standard system can hardly be 
attained is well worth considera- 
tion. But the official authorities 
want to wait till the next CCIR 
meeting in April, because it 
may work out some kind of 
international agreement, or 
failing this, it will surely offer 
a more definite outlook on the 
matter, 

Another important 
involved in the current con- 
troversy on color television is 
whether Japan is able to mass 
produce color TV receivers. 

NTV, in its pamphiet as well 
as through the Yomiuri news- 
papers, has emphasized that all 
technical problems have been 
solved, But detached observers 
are not necessarily so sure, 

Any difficulty in mass produc- 
tion of color TV sets in Japan 
lies in the tricolor kinescove 
(picture tube). Recent suc- 
cesses have been reported in 
producing the tricolor shadow 
mask and_ tricolor phosphor, 
both essential components of 
the tricolor kinescope, 

It is safe to say that Japan 
can produce tricolor kinescopes 
with importation of some parts. 
For full domestic production, 
however, further improve- 
ment in the shadow mask, triple 
electronic guns and the quality 
of giass is desirable. 


Different Coverage 

And production of the tricolor 
kinescope involves, anyway, 
payment of royalties to the 
owner of patents. A satisfactory 
agreement must be worked out 
with the RCA, which possesses 
most of the important patents 
in this field. 

Other questions are involved 
in the current controversy, It is 
argued, for instance, that color 
television is too early for Japan, 
which has only about 1,330,000 
monochrome sets. For iack of 
space, however, this article must 


question 


be limited to the two most 
essential questions mentioned 
above. 


In a highly technical matter 
like this, journalistic rules re- 
quire of newspapers a maxi- 
mum degree of objectivity pos- 
sible. It strikes us as rather 
strange that the interim re- 
ports, which the Color Televi- 
sion Research Council released 
on Nov. 14, have been treated 
vastly differently in major 
newspapers. 

It should be remembered that 
the Color Television Research 
Council is an organ formed in 
June last year to deliberate on 
the matter of color television. It 
is reasonable to expect that it 
will prove competent and im- 
partial, For it has leading sci-

East Germans Are Swaggering

BERLIN (AP)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev has 
won a significant propaganda 


victory with his word offensive: 


on Allied-occupied West Berlin. 


The East German Commu- 
nists are swaggering. 


The United States, France 
and Britain have been com 
pelled into an “agonizing reap- 
praisal” of their licy of no 
dealings with the German satel- 
lite regime. 


The West Germans are wor- 
ried. 


Khrushchev got these resuits 
with the verbal shock treat- 
ment. The Russian demanded 
that the Allies abandon their 
occupation of West Berlin. He 
promised to hand over Soviet 
occupation powers in East Ber- 
lin to the East Germans and 
press to make this divided city 
their capital, 


All words so far, and no real 
action, 


But what startled the West 
into reexamining its policies 
was Khrushchev’s implied 
threat to hand over control of 
Allied access to West Berlin to 
the East Germans, 


This would mean that the 
Allies would have to. give 
practical recognition to the East 
Germans or give up their over- 
lance. supply routes through the 
satellite nation. 

Since the founding of their 
regime nine years ago, the 
East Germans have been the 
most despised and ignored satel- 
lite leaders in Eastern Europe. 

Part of it has been their 
notorious lack of popular supv- 
port and the presence.of the 
biggest Russian garrison in the 
satellites, 


But it has aiso been the 
Allied nonrecognition poliey, 
This. has made most of the 


world look at East Germany as 
a little more than a. Soviet 
Army zone of occupation, 

It has obscured the fact that 
the East Germans with Russian 
help have turned the satellite 


into a going concern. 

The average German—East 
or West—now only has to read 
his newspaper to know that the 
Allies are puzzling out a new 
approach to the East Germans, 

Reports out of Washington 
and London speak of possible 
restricted contacts with the East 
Germans if they take over 
Allied supply lines from the 
Russians. This would not imply 
diplomatic recognition, 


But the talk has been enough 
to pull the East German leader- 
ship out of the shadows and 
into the international spotlight. 

East German Premier Otto 
Grotewohl was delighted when 
he saw his photo and reports of 


his recent news conference in 

Western newspapers, said an 

East Berlin Communist _re- 
rter. 


“No matter what they said 
Grotewohl felt that this was thé 
first time anybody in the West 
took him seriously.”

A Woman’s 
Viewpoint

The tension created by the So- 
viet Union in Berlin reminds me 
of the fear of the Russian as- 
sault expressed by the German 
delegate to the peace seminar 
sponsored by the World YWCA 
in July this year in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

She is the chaplain of a big 
state hospital in West Berlin 
where 2,000 patients are cared 
for. Her parents live in East 
Germany. This delegate whole- 
heartedly supported Chancellor 
Adenauer believing firmly in the 
urgency of arming West Ger- 
many with atomic weapons to 
protect the country from Soviet 
military threats, 

She was certain that Berlin 
would be attacked by the East 
German army within 24 hours if 
the Big Three Powers withdrew 
their troops from Berlin. The 
feeling of urgency was so tense 
that I was rather astounded. 

When I mentioned that in Ja- 
pan the intellectuals consider 
the possibility of peaceful coex- 
istence with Communist coun- 
tries not only the German dele- 
gate but the others from 
Sweden, England and Switzer- 
land were amazed at what I 
said, They said that they could 
not believe that the Japanese 
people whose country is sur- 
rounded by Communist coun- 
tries could be so naive. 

The distrust of Communists 
seems much more deeply rooted 
in the Europeans than in the 
Japanese. They do not feel safe 
unless their countries are armed 
with the most powerful weapon, 
Hence the decision of Switzer- 
lan and Sweden to possess atom- 
ic bombs. 

In Japan many people think 
that Secretary Dulles" “peace by 
force” policy was imposed on 
the NATO members, but their 
fear of the Soviet Union actually 
resulted in the organization of 
the NATO by which they hope 
to unite their military potential 
in an emergency. 

It is the wishful thinking of 
some that people in the Com- 
munist bloc will become so dis- 
satistied with the situation that 
sooner or later they will revolt 
against their own governments 
as the Hungarians attempted to 
do. Thev point to the continu- 
ous exodus from Communist 
countries in search of freedom 
as revealing the people's disgust 
with Communist despotism. 
However, we must realize that 
the number of refugees from 
Communist countries now mak- 
ing their home in free coun- 
tries is small. 

The Soviet Union seems to 
have a definite scheme of creat- 
ing a disturbance periodically in 
Burope and Asia—the Berlin 
blockade in 1948 followed by the 
wars in Indochina'‘and Korea, 
the Middle East trouble, shoot- 
ing in Quemoy and again the 
menace in Berlin. 

Such continuous threats to 
peace manipulated by the Soviet 
Union have aggravated the peo- 
pie’s. distrust of Communists. 
Such is the world today. 

I am beginning to think that 
limited armament is the only 
way to protect one’s country 
until the time when the big 
countries become so formidably 
armed with ICBMs and IRBMs 
that they must recognize that 
another world war will result in 
nothing less than the annihila- 
tion of all human beings.

Communism’s Future 


Red System No Grave Threat to West 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


This is the last of four articles 
written after a recent visit to Mos- 
cow.—Editor, 


In the third article I argued 
that to make an effective reply 
to the expansion of communism 
in Asia and Africa, it would be 
necessary to make a demonstra- 
tion in a large country——prefer- 
ably in India—that there is an- 
other way to overcome mass 
poverty and na- 
tional weakness. i

The old indus- ~—s— Lippmann 
trial countries of Western Eu- 
rope and of North America do 
not provide an example which 
the great, crowded, submerged 
masses could imitate. They 
might like to be as rich as we 
are but they know that this is 
impossible within any near 
future, within their own life 
time. Only in Russia and in 
China do they find a model of 
how in backward countries 
great masses of people can raise 
themselves quickly by their 
own bootstraps.

But we must not exaggerate, 
We must not jump to the con- 
clusion that the Communist 
movement is destined to ex- 
pand until it has conquered the 
whole world, There are, of 
course, many on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain who think that 
this will happen. I talked to 
some Communists in Moscow— 
Mr. K. was not one of them— 
who said, in effect, that this is 
one world and that communism 
is bound to rule it. And there 
are, as we know, people on our 
side of the Iron Curtain who 
are filled with the deepest an- 
xiety that Western Europe will 
be strangled and will perish if 
it can no longer command, not 
merely buv, the oil and other 
natural products of the old 
colonial territories. 


Both of these views are ex- 
tremes and each is, I believe, 
derived from the same very hu- 
man and common fallacy. It is 
the fallacy of assuming that this 
is one world and that the social 
order to which one belongs 
must either perish or become 
the universal order of mankind. 
But looking at the history of 
the globe, the truth, as I see it, 
is that there has never been 
one world, that there has never 
been a universal state or a uni- 
versal religion. 


The failure to recognize this 
truth that there are many 
worlds, not merely one, is, I be- 
lieve, the deepest source of con- 
fusion between us, and the most 
stubborn obstacle to that mutu- 
al toleration. which is the very 
best that is conceivable between 
our two societies. 


The orthodox Leninist, whe- 
ther he is a true believer or 
merely a conformist, thinks that 
he knows the scheme of history. 
According to this scheme the 
capitalistic world is bound to 
fight the Communist revolution 
unless the Communist parties 
capture the Western govern- 
ments. His opposite number on 
our side is one who thinks also 
that he knows the true scheme 
of history. In his philosophy, 
the line of all human progress 
is the line that we have taken 
in the West. 


The Communist revolution is, 
therefore, a relapse and a diver- 
sion from that true line of pro- 
gress. It follows that the Rus- 
sians and the Chinese are bound 
to return to our line in the 
course of time. 


All of this is, I feel sure, a 
misreading of the reality of 
things. The Communist revolu- 
tion which began in Russia and 
has spread to China is not a 
repetition of the English and 
the French revolutions. It is 
a new historical phenomenon 
which comes out of a convul- 
sive awakening of the submerg- 
ed masses demanding a better 


life for themselves. 

The dictators who lead the 
massive uprising rule the 
people despotically. But he 
would be a rash man, I think, 
who would say that such great 
masses of backward peop-e 
could be persuaded by demo 
cratic methods to accept the dis- 
cipline and to make the sacrifice 
which are necessary to the rapid 
formation of capital in @ 
primitive economy. 

To a Westerner the character 
of this revolution of the sub- 
merged masses is a terriiie 
thing to contemplate, But the 
more he sees of it, the more he 
must feel, so it seemed to me, 
that while the Communist 
system is acceptable in the 
backward countries, it is not 
likely to spread to the more 
advanced countries except in 80 
far as it is imposed by force. 

The Soviet system does not 
work and there is no reason to 
think that it will work in East 
ern Europe. I feel sure that the 
Soviet domination of Eastern 
Germany, of Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary is pre- 
carious and impermanent, More- 
over, | think that the rulers of 
Russia know this and that, if 
they could think, which they 
have not, of any safe way to 
disengage, they would even- 
tually accept some such settie- 
ment, They are drawn toward 
Asia and away from Europe 
and the general posture of Mos 
cow, as distinct perhaps from 
Leningrad, is to be turned t& 
ward Asia, « 


Moscow is full of delegations: 
of Asian peoples—many from 
the outiving parts of the 5So- 
viet Union itself, a great many 
from mainland China, many 
from South Asia and from the 
Mosiem world. 


This gives to Moscow the air 
of being the capital of a new 
order of things among the 
emerging peoples of Asia. 


I conclude with the feeling 
that, barring a great catas- 
trophe resulting from a war, 
the Communist systeri has no 
serious attraction for the high- 
ly developed Western coun- 
tries and that as an experience 
and an example, it is, in fact, 
irrelevant to them. Provided we 
maintain the balance of deter- 
rent power, I feel confident that 
there is no ‘military threat to 
the United States nor, unless 
something very stupid or des 
perate or reckless is done, to 
our principal allies in Europe. 

The Communist revolution 
will, I think, expand in Asia 
unless we make a heroic effort’ 
of statesmanship to demon- 
Strate that there is an alterna- 
tive to it. But what we may 
describe as the Communist con- 
quest of Eastern Europe—as 
distinguished from Communist 
expansion in Asia—is not stabi- 
lized and is not likely to be 
conclusive, 


If I am right in this sum- 
ming-up, what the doctor would 
order for our people is that 
they relax their fears in order 
to fortify and clarify their pur 
poses. We have to live on the 
same globe with the Communist 
powers. But we do not live and 
we cannot live in the same in- 
teliectual and political world, 
Not now. Not in the foresee- 
able future. 

But formidable as the Com- 
munists are, they are not 10 
feet tall, and the less we plunge 
ourselves into hysterics, the 
more likely we are to take good 
care of our affairs.
